Dear Mr. President: 


Let me once more urge that for you to put down details of an offer well 
before the Geneva meeting is likely to enmesh you in two sets of details 

at Geneva. The risk that they will seize the opportunity to trump vou 

is great, even if you discount 

that they intend to do that. This could well bog the meeting down and fill 
the press with discussions of the two new offers. 


The pattern the Soviets have set is to outline a new offer at a high- 
level meeting and then unfurl the details at Geneva. That's what Schevardnadze 
did with their offer. It seems to me that you can avoid the risk of being 
trumped and still be forthcoming by following the Schevardnadze pattern — 
indications that a new offer is coming, outline it just before or at Geneva 
with the detailed offer to follow.
